88-page statement of his views on 
NRA and its future, together with 
elaborate charts to hear out his 
contentions. 


Most of his statement was writ- 


ten in a factual, dispassionate 
vein, but occasionally he lapsed 
into the vernacular, and pictur- 
esque language which made him 
famous as the* "crack-down" head 
of the blue eagle organization. 
Huge Crowd Present. 


The huge crowd assembled to 
hear Johnson forced the finance 
committee to use the largest as- 
sembly room in thc senate of- 
fice building—the caucus room. 


Reviewing the developments in 


industry following the war, John- 
son said they disclosed "a ' slow 
and implacable disintegration of 
the profit system, and-especially 
of unregulated and 
uncontrolled 
operation thereof, ai a reliable 
plan for keeping" our people em- 
ployed," 


"When 
in 1929," the structure smashed 
he added, "it was not 
a sledge hammer cracking up a 
•olid rock. 
It was the collapse 
of anx empty shell.1 


With this collapse, and 
the 
downward spiral which followed, 
Johnson. .laid, only five types of 
concerns could survive. He nam- 
ed them as "the concern with the 
big. war chest and a swollen eur- 
plua"; "the natural 
monopoly," 
"the dealer^ In 
indispensibles, 


"the sweatshop" and the ghoul- 
buyer and operator of bankrupt 
stocks.and assets." 
Trend of Economic System. 
"This is where our economic 


system was trending from before 
the war and to its utter and com- 
plete collapse In March, 1983," he 
added, "This is what happened to 
us under the anti-trust acts, the 
federal trade commission, and the 
doctrine of latssez faire and it 
happened uninterruptedly and with 
no rellevelng incident for a peri- 
od of 26 years. 
"I don't know a great Industrial 
country that does not recognize 
the necessity for taking control 
o,f thli tendency which is going 
on all over the world. 


"I freely admit the faults and 
errors of the NRA and will fight 
as hard as anybody to correct 
them. 
But it was the first in- 
telligent attempt- ever made by 
this government to check this 
tendency. I won't admit Its fail- 
ure, 
Especially I won't accede 


to any madness that would re- 
move its control and go back 
to the unregulated 
condition of 
futility that preceded it." 


Miut Retain Control. 
Johnson added that "we have 
got to keep control of this eco- 
nomic machine and prevent and 
turn back many of the tenden- 
cies of the past 25 years." 


Conceding many mistakes in his 


administration 
of NRA, Johnson 


told the senators he was "inclin- 
ed to agree" with the criticism by 
Senator Nye (R-Ind) that 
the 


recovery administration was pre- 
serving monopolies in the code 
structure. 


"But I do contend, and I think 
I can show, that such faults as 
arc ,e were due to my .bad admin- 
istration rather than* bad law, 
that many if not most of these 
errors of mine are in process of 
effective correction. 
"I am very sure that to destroy 


NRA because there 
are

would be like burning down your 
house to get rid of a few rats 
in the attic." 


Smmarizing the record of NRA, 


Johnson said it had "succeeded in 
arresting the destruction of the 
little fellow in business," but he 
admitted it had not "fully insur-

granted to labor." 


Brought Vast Good. 


"Where has NRA failed as to 
the small enterprise, labor and 
consumer?" Johnson asked.

der NRA is, just a big bugaboo." 
He asserted only nine codes con- 
tained any provisions for price 
fixing or rate control. 


Turning away from NRA prop- 


er, Johnson said "one of the most 
valid criticisms against the whole 
new deal is the fact that from 
time to time it has sorely lacked 
co-ordination." 


"One 
agency," he added, "has

Former NRA Head Is 


Called as Witness 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—(ff)— 


Hugh S. Johnson was called by 
a senate committee today to tell 
what he thinks NRA should be 
like in the future. The picturesque 
former administrator of the Blue 
Eagle was the final witness In 
the finance committee's investiga- 
tion of the recovery law adminis- 
tration. 


Thus he had a chance not only 


to tell his idea of what legisla- 
tion should be drawn to extend 
NRA but to throw back some of 
the "dead cats" tossed at his ad- 
ministration by previous witness- 
es. 


For the six weeks that the In- 


quiry has been going on, Johnson 
has been closely 
following the 


testimony. He was loaded with ar- 
guments designed to show 
that 


NRA has been beneficial to the 
country, to industry and to la- 
bor. Those close to him said he 
also had a specific plan for re- 
vising the recovery law. 


Despite his assertion that NRA 


Is "dead as a, dodo," Johnson's 
friends said he was far from con- 
vinced that the whole experiment 
resented as feling that with cer- 
should be abandoned. He was rep- 
tain changes it could be of great 
value to recovery. 


Critics of Johnson and his ad- 


ministration 
contend, 
however, 


that the former NRA administra- 
tor does not look at the problem 
from their viewpoint. They say he 
believes the era of small business 
is over and that only big business 
can survive. 


Next week the senate commit- 


tee will turn to the now crystal- 
lizing issue of the bonus before 
starting to frame the new NRA 
bill, but that will onl- cause a 
delay of a few days.

SPECUL SESSION 
TEXAS LEGISLATURE

AUSTIN, April 17.—(XP)—A spec- 
ial session of the Texas Legisla- 
ture immediately after the long 
regular sitting is a definite prob- 
ability In the opinion of observ- 
ers, unless the legislature In the 
remaining four weeks gives at- 
tention to important elements of 
the governor's program. 
At this stage it 
is 
doubtful 
whether several of 
the 
enact- 


ments the governor requested will 
be given floor consideration In 
both houses and will die on the 
calendar. These Include the ad- 
ministration demands for tax re- 
form, repeal of the race track 
wagering law, public utility regu- 
lation and revision of law en- 
forcement agencies. 
Some of the governor's pro- 
posals will get through one house. 
Some even will get through both 
and 
Into conference committee 
but administration leaders 
are 


apprehensive that a major por- 
tion will reach the executive of- 
fice in the form desired by Gov- 
ernor Allred. 
A look at the clogged calen- 
dars suggests that the adminis- 
tration measures are going 
to 
have a thorny path, especially 
since much of the program in 
highly controversial. In addition 
to the Important routine of pass- 
Ing the appropriation bills each 
house will be called upon to pass 
on the favored legislation of Its 
members.

Appropriation Bills. 
Final action is lacking on the 


four major 
appropriation 
bills, 


only one of which, the judiciary, 
has reached conference. Several 
days will be required in

Dr. Peter Munch, Danish foreign 


minister. In the discussion which

voting, explained 


Denmark would not cast it ballot 
because she feared adoption of the 
resolution would hinder "the task 
of reconciliation." 


Joseph M. Beck, Polish foreign 


minister, voted for the tri-power 
resolution, presumably, league r.u-

Italy today submitted to the 
extraordinary council

national obligations" such as Ger- 
many's repudiation of the arma- 
ments clauses of the Versailles 
treaty. 


Pierre Laval, foreign minister of 


France, although faced with oppo- 
sition to the resolution by severaj 
nations, notably Poland and Dan- 
akr, received the strong support 
of spokesmen for both Great Brit- 
ain and Italy when he presented 
it to the council. 
The first reaction by German 


observers here was that the reso- 
lution was too strong and would 
hiitier Germany's participation in 
the collective peace arrangements 
called for by the document. 


League authorities said the ac- 


tion which may be taken on the 
resolution is likely to affect the 
future of the League of Nations 
and of Europe itself. 
The resolution declared: 
"Ger- 


many has failed in the dutywhich 
lies upon all members of the in- 
ternational community to respect 
understandings which thev have 
contracted." 


The resolution 
further 
states 
that Germany, by the promulga- 
tion of its military law of March 
16 (conscription) 
introduced "a 


new disturbing element into the 
international 
situation" 
which 


"must necessarily appear to be a 
threat to European security." 


At the same time, the resolution 


offers a way out from the present 
situation, inviting the governments 
concerned with the Franco-British 
security plan of February 3 to 
co-operate 
for 
the 
construction 


"within the framework of the Lea- 
gue of Nations" of a plan for the 
maintenance of peace. It was re- 
called that Germany waa invited 
to Join in the Franco-British plan. 


GENEVA, April 16—France to- 


day presented a resolution "con- 
demning" Germany's 
repudiation 


of treaties as a private session of 
the League 
of Nations 
Council. 


Prance's spokesman and foreign 
minister, Pierre Laval, announced 
it as a joint resolution of France, 
Great Britain and Italy. 


French sources said that, despite 
opposition by some nations, they 
felt confident the League council 
would adopt the resolution. 


Laval went into the private ses- 


sion taking with him a declara- 
tion of two typewritten pages in 
support of the French resolution. 


Before he entered the council 


chamber, he created a sensation 
by announcing the French motion 
of protest against German re-ar- 
mament would not be modified to 
meet opposition views. 
The French decision was said to 


have been prompted by Laval's 
inability to reach an agreement 
on the text of the resolution in 
private conversations with mem- 
bers of the council. 


France has decided; it was said, 


she prefers to get some condem- 
nation of Germany's act even if 
supported only' by a section of 
the council rather than a unani- 
mously endorsed resolution of no 
significance.. 


The French said they expected 


support for their resolution from 
Great 
Britain, 
Italy, 
Russia, 


Czechoslovakia, Turkey, Portugal, 
and possibly Austrialla and Mexi- 
co. They said they believed Den- 
mark, Argentina, Chile, and Spain 
were almost certain to withhold 
approval.

Danish and Polish opposition to 


the vigor of the French proposals 
was said to constitute the princi- 
pal obstacle to France's design. 


The troublesome question, one 


spokesman said, is whether the 
league's ultimate resolution should 
contain "condemnation, a scolding 
or only an expression of regret 
at Germany's action or, whether, 
as the Danes insist, It refrained 
from mentioning Germany at all."

Mr. Huff was a member of the 


Karem Shrine Temple, Waco, and 
had been tiler of the Blooming' 
Grove Masonic lodge since 1889. 


A native of Alabama, Mr. Huff 
came to Texas in 1876 and settled 
in the Blooming Grove vicinity 
the following year and had resid- 
ed there since that time. 
Masons had charge of the rites 
at the grave. 
Mrs. Huff died in 


Grove In 1932.

Mr.' Huff was a native of Ala- 
bama, but had resided in Texas 
for 59 years. He Was prominent 
in the Methodist church for more 
than 40 years, and had been af- 
filiated with the Masonic Lodge 
for 65 years. 
He was a Confed- 
erate veteran. 
He was mustered 


into the Confederate army at 
Marion, Alabama, May 25. 1861, 
and served throughout the war 
with the exception of a short time 
on two furloughs due to wounds. 
Wounded Three Time*. 
Mr. Huff was wounded three 
times—in the battles of Petersburg 
Va., Sharpsburg, Maryland; and 


Gettysburg, Pa. He was a mem- 
ber of Company K, Eighth Ala- 
bama regiment, Willcox's brigade, 
with General A. P. Hill's corps. He 
was present 'at the surrender of 
General Robert E. Lee at the 
close of the war. Ho served un- 
der General Lee after General Lee 
was placed in comamnd of the 
Confederate forces. 
He engag- 
ed In all' of the battles of the 
Armv in North Virginia except 
during the time he was absent 
due to wounds, and could Rraph- 
ieally describe the surrender of 
General Lee that ended the war. 
The aged Confederate has been 
active in the circles of the United 
Confederate Veterans and 
was 
promoted 
to assistant 
quarter- 
master general by General R. A. 
Sneed. 
Mr. Huff had long been promi- 


nent in Masonic circles, having 
affiliated himself with the order 
In 1870. He was also a member 
of the Shrine with membership in 
Karem Temple, Wnco. 
He had 
been tiler o£ tho Blooming Grove 
Masonic Lodge No. 497 since 1889. 
Camo to Texas In 1870. 
The family came to Texas in 


1876 and moved to the Blooming 
Grove community In 1877, residing 
In that section since that 'time. 
Mr. Hulf was born July 13f 


1843 
in Perry county, Alabama. 
He was married to Elizabeth 
Frances Jones in 1867. The couple 
had been married 65 years when 
Mrs. Huff passed away at Bloom- 
ing Grove in 1932. 
Mr. Huff was in excellent health 
and led an active life until about 
Christmas when he suffered an 
attack of influenza from which 
he nevnr-fully recovered.

S. B.—Your scalp must need 
a great deal of oil now, and your 
hair -will also be benefited by it. 
The night before a shampoo mas- 
sage plenty of oil Into the scalp, 
and it may even be heated.

In an effort to head off future 
demands from the veterans, 
the 
bill would declare against general 
pension legislation, in these words; 
"That in view of the generous 
benefits accorded by the govern- 
ment to veterans of the World 
War, in the form of insurance, 
compensation, 
disability 
allow- 
ances, hospitalization, 
vocational 
rehabilitation, adjusted, compensa- 
tion (as liberalized by this act) 
preference of various kinds, under 
legislation of general application, 
and other benefits and allowances, 
many of which have not been 
granted to veterans of prior-wars, 
it is hereby expressly declared to 
be the policy of congress 
that 
there should not be any general 
pension laws enacted for veterans 
of the World War or their de- 
pendents; and nothing in this act 
shall be construed as indicating 
a tendency toward a contrary pol- 
icy, or as implying that favorable 
consideration will be given at any 
time to a change in the policy 
hereby declared." 


Confers With President. 
Harrison introduced the bill af- 


ter a conference on the subject 
Sunday with President Roosevelt 
at the White House. 


Though the White House has 
guarded against committing the 
chief executive to the compromise 
Harrison and his advisors on Cap- 
itol Hill were confident he "would 
approve the measure. 


As he introduced the bill, Har- 
rison issued the following explan- 
atory statement: 


The bill seeks to amend the 


World War adjusted compensation 
act of May 19, 1924, so as to per- 
mit veterans who so desire to sur- 
render their' certificates and lieu 
thereof receive negotiable bonds. 
The rate of interest which the 
bonds will pay is 3 per cent, and 
as government obligations bearing 
this rate are now greatly in de- 
mand, such veterans as may de- 
sire to .convert these securities in- 
to cash' will find a ready market 
for them. 


"So as to protect the veterans 
against being defrauded by un- 
scrupulous persons attempting to 
gain possession of the bonds at 
less than their real value, there 
is a provision making it a fraud 
to purchase or otherwise obtain 
possession of the bonds in ex- 
change for any consideration less 
than the par value of the bonds. 
Insurance Policies. 
"The adjusted 
service 
certifi- 
cates issued under the present law 
are nothing more or less than 20 
year endowment insurance poli- 
cies. The maturity face "values of 
the adjusted service certificates 
are based upon the adjusted ser- 
vice credits, that is, the $1.00 or 
$1.25 a day (together with an ad- 
ditional grant because of defer- 
ment of payment) with interest 
compounded at the rate of 4 per 
cent from the dates of issue. None 
of these certificates were issued 
earlier than January 1, 1925. 


"The proposed bill will give to 
the veterans the amount of their 
adjusted service credits with in- 
terest compounded from Novem- 
ber 11, 1918, instead of only from 
1925. 
Those veterans who do not 


desire to cash ih their certificates 
in exchange for these negotiable 
bonds shall have the option of ob- 
taining the same benefits as car- 
ried in the original act. 


"It further gives to those veter- 
ans who desire to carry on their 
investment the privilege of hold- 
ing them after 
their 
surrender

OVERSEAS PHONE 


COMMUNICATION IS 
DEMONSTRATED HERE 


Prank E. Shoup, assistant gen- 
eral manager, and P. M. Whitten, 
acting' advertising manager of the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone com- 
pany, both of Dallas, presented an 
interesting program on "The Magic 
of Communication," at Wednesday's 
luncheon meeting of the Rotary 
Club at the Navarro hotel. 
Karl 
Blackwell and Ralph Tatum had 
charge of the program's arrange- 
ment, amd Joel C. Trimble and Ben 
Biackmon 
were 
named as next 


week's committee. 


The same program was given at 
10:30 at chapel period in the jun- 
ior high school. The two telephone 
officials 
were 
assisted by Miss 
Lounette Kennedy and Mrs. Dolan 
Minster, local operators. 
A synthetic or home made tele- 


phone call was put through to the 
"manager of the Sydney, Australia 
phone office," who it later develop- 
ed was Mr. Written. In illustrating 
how a call was put through, Mr. 
Shoup called a local operator and 
gave his desired call. She plugged 
through to Dallas, thence to New 
York, and thence to Rocky Point, 
Long Island, where the message 
was radioed to Scotland, and thenoe 
carried by wire to London, and 
then to Sydney. It was brought 
out that the voice from overseas 
returns via a radio station in Maine, 
arid the voice 
operates a relay 
which cuts out the other voice be- 
ing transmitted at the same time. 


Mr. Shoup talked through a Email 
microphone that was concealed in 
his clothing, and his voice was 
heard amplified through a loud 
speaker.Explained Telephone 
He explained the fundamentals 


of the telephone, and shewed that 
the human voice- is transformed 
Into delicate electrical frequencies 
and sent over the wire, to be turn- 
ed back into voice at the other end. 
He pointed out that the modula- 
tions of the voice are reproduced 
with such fidelity that character- 
istics of voices are distinguishable. 
The assistant general manager 


showed a re-production of Bell's 
first telephone, and recounted the 
first conversation that was trans- 
mitted over wires. 
The original 


phone was efficient 
for only a 
short distance, Mr. Shoup went on, 
because of the varying lengths of 
wavelengths. This was overcome 
with the development of the Pupin 
loading coil, which is placed at cer- 
tain intervals along the wires. The 
Pupin 
coil 
equalizes the 'wave- 
lengths and increased the range of 
talking over wire until in 1911 it 
was possible to talk from New 
York to Denver, Colo. 


Revolutionized Wirelesw 
Mr. Shoup said that in 1905 Lee 


deForrfest invented the "audion," 
which was purchased by the Bell 
laboratories, and developed into the 
vacuum tube in 1915, which revo- 
lutionized wireless and talking over 
wires. Ha said it was the audion 
tube that makes it possible now for 
Corsicana telephone subscribers to 
talk to any country in the world 
except China, and that will be pos- 
sible in a short while. 


At this time Mr. Shoup explain- 


ed the development of the alloy 
which has been named "permalloy," 
and which is so sensitive that it 
becomes magnetized 
only when 


pointed north, 'and becomes de- 
magnetized when it is pointed east 
a:nd west. He Illustrated this by 
pointing a bar.of permalloy toward 
the north and pickinp up a small 
metal item. When the bar was turn- 
ed west, it lost its magnetism, and 
the metal object fell off the end 
of the bar. This metal, according to 
the assistant general manager is 
used as a loading coil for oceanic 
cables, and replaces use there of 
the loading coil or vacuum tube. 


He demonstrated another inven- 


tion which is an artificial larynx. 
He talked through 
tho artificial 
vocal cords. Mr. Shoup demonstrat- 
ed another alloy, which is cobalt 
steel, and it heavily and perma- 
nently magnetized. It is used in 
small ..microphones to replace the 
old large pieces of steel that were 
Jsed as the magnets. It is called 
"floating metal." 


Overseas Connections 
Mr. Shoup explained the various 


operations gone through before a 
call is gotten through to London or 
other overseas connections. 
The 


local operator, he said puts the 
call through to Dallas, thence it 
goes to New York and thence to 
Rocky Point, Long Island, where 
:he voice is amplified 300 million 
imcs and sent via radio and di- 
rectional antenna to Scotland, "he 
voice has almost completely played 
out by then and is amplified again 
and sent by wire into London where 
it is cleared to othfr connections. 


The speaker explained that the 
voice from London or other points 
returns 
to 
the 
United 
States 
through another i -ute and through 
another "overseas" operator and 
radio station.
